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Butler Transit issues One-Day Bus Pass Token

After issuing a series of four different transportation tokens back in 1987, the 
Butler Area Transit System (now known as the Butler Township-City Joint Municipal 
Transit Authority) has struck again with a new transportation token to commemorate 
Butler County Pennsylvania’s Bicentennial. These plastic tokens featuring “The Bus” are 
still the only transportation tokens known to be issued in Butler County, PA, and were 
given the catalog number of PA142 in the Atwood-Coffee catalog when I reported the 
first one in 1987. 

The new plastic issue is a nice-sized 41mm, round, piece with the recurring theme 
of a bus pictured with the word “Bus” on the side. The bus appears on both the obverse 
and reverse, and all the lettering/buses are in red printing on a white token. What 
constitutes the obverse and reverse is anyone’s guess, but we’ll label the obverse as the 
side with the name “The Bus” and the specific date... 

The obverse inscription reads: THE BUS / (bus with “BUS” on it) / AUGUST 26, 

2000 . 

The reverse inscription reads: BUTLER COUNTY’S BICENTENNIAL / (bus 
with “BUS” on it) / 1800-2000. 

On Saturday, August 26, 2000, a three-hour parade was planned in the City of 
Butler to celebrate Butler County’s 200th anniversary. Attendance was expected to be 
high at the county-wide event and parking was known to be limited, so a promotion was 
planned to encourage people to park outside the city and take a free bus ride to the 
parade. 

The free ‘parade shuttles’ operated from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday, August 
26th, and made stops at the East Cunningham Street Station, Lyndora Station and at the 
Meadowbrook Mall. 

According to the August 24th issue of the Butler Eagle newspaper, “Those using 
The Bus Saturday to get to the bicentennial parade will get more than a free ride. 
Passengers on the shuttles operated by the Butler Township-City Joint Municipal Transit 
Authority will receive a commemorative token. The token may be redeemed for a free 
ride on Thursday, Sept 14 as part of the authority’s celebration of Try Transit 
Week.” 
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Thus, if a person took the shuttle to the parade on August 26th, he/she received a 
token that they could use for a free ride on September 14th. Considering the “one-day 
only” nature of the offer, it’s expected that most of the token recipients did not redeem 
their tokens on September 14th, but most likely kept the tokens as souvenirs. 

The “redeem date” of September 14th was set to coincide with the Authority's 
“Try Transit Week” special events. These events included “Quarter Day” on September 
12, where passengers could ride for 25-cents; “Token Day” on September 14th, where 
passengers could redeem their Bicentennial tokens for a free ride; and “Customer 
Appreciation Day” on September 15th, where passengers were invited to attend an Open 
House at the Cunningham Street Station.
